The accident, happened in the
early evening om“state highway 99
in the open territory. The de-
fendant was driving a light truck!
and the plaintiff 'a heavy truck.
The driver of the light truck knew
there. was a machine behind him

because he saw the reflection of
lights in his. rear vision mirror.
Nevertheless when he- came to
the private road into which +he
wanted te turn, he made this
'movement ' without _giving . any
signal and without: determining

with reasonable ‘accuracy how. far
behind thg¢ , approaching heavy
truck . was. The result was a
collision between the trucks, both
overturning,

The court found it was true
that the driver of the truck mhead
failed to give any 'signal of his
intention to make the left turn.
The driver of the ‘light truck con-
tended that his duty was with
respect to vehicles ahead of him
and not behind him. The appel-
late court’ pointed out, however,
that Section 130 (a) of the Cali-
fornia Vehicle Act ‘lclearly places
a duty upon the driver who con-
templates turning upon the high-
way to . first ascertain if such
movement can be safely made,
with reference both frogt and rear,
and if not to wait until it can be
made in safety, and then indicate
by a signal his
dad.”  The court said also: “One
driving in the rear of another
car has the right to assume that
a-motorist will obey the law of
the road and is not bound to
antfcipate that a car will leave
its proper side and cross the high:
way, at least when there is no
intersection of public’ highways,
and nothing to lead one in the
exercise of ‘reasonable. care to
forésee such action.” ¥

The defendant tried to make out
that the driver of the truck be-
hind was negligent because he did
not sound his horn indicating an
intention to pass, but the court
said: “It is quite apparent that
thé proximate cause of the col-
lislon was ‘not the omission of the
plaintift (driver of the truck be-
hind) to sound his horn, but the
fallure of defendant (driver of
forward truck) to gbey the rule
prescribed in section 130 (a) of
the California Vebicle Act.

It was pointed out that the in-
tended schedule of producidg 10,000
such  steel frame houses for
Southern Californid building, as
aided by the HOLC, would prove
an immediate boost to production
at the Torrance mills of the
Columbia Steel corporation. The
present capacity would be ex-
ceeded and would demand addi-
tional milling facilities;

Eberhart stated that the build-
ing of such a number of metal
dwellings in this area would mean
additional employment to local
workers, as 5000 tons of 'hot-rolled
steel, all of which would be manu-
factured in Torrance, would be
required. %
